Bring in Poinsettas at once be- 
fore the nights get too chilly. If 
your plant has gotten too tall and 
leggy, you can cut off slips, four 
or five inches frora tip of a shoot 
just below a leaf and insert in a 
pot of sand or vermiculite to root. 
Place the cuttings in a shade and 
keep well watered until rooted. 
These cuttings will give you 
blooming plants for Christmas. 
In September, the fields are at 
their best, and many interesting 
grasses, weeds, and seedpods may 
be secured for drying to use in 
fall arrangements. So be on the 
lookout for these in the woodlands 
and along the road sides. 
Perhaps, however, the most im- 
portant September job is lawn 
care, as this is the best month in 
the year to make a new lawn or 
repair an old one, for fall growth 
is root growth which means a 
thick sod. Last month I mentioned 
the importance of thorough prep- 
aration of soil, adding humus and 
plant food before seeding, after 
seeding raking over lightly and 
tramping the soil, and the prob-
